Union Demand. 


Columbus, Aug. 2—The 
s t a t e administration 


through'Major Geriera'l Dick and Adjutant General 
Weybrecht, has put up to Mayor Marshall the propo- 
sition of abandoning all ear service except on North 
and South High street, West Broad and East Long. 


The object Dick and Weybrecht have in mind is 


to reduce the state's enormous expense by 
sending 


back home three regiments of infantry and Troop-A of 
Cleveland. 


This would leave two regiments of infantry, Troop 


B of Columbus and Battery C of Columbus to guard 
the street cars on High, Broad and Long streets. 


Determined to bring about a settlement of the 


street car strike, if there is any possible way to do it, 
Governor Harmon prepared Tuesday to force the peace 
issue. 


Working with him to this end are State Labor 


Commissioner Wirmel and Joseph Bishop, secretary 
of the state board of arbitration. 


Negotiations must start.somewhere, and Wirmel, 


as a result of his work Monday, succeeded in getting 
the executive committee of the union to declare what 
sort of a peace agreement they want. 


Tlie^Hleiiiand. 25 cents an hour for the first year 
r of service and 27 cents an hour thereafter; abso- 


lute recognition of their union and a clause pro- 
viding for arbitration of future difficulties 
by 
a 


board of three disinterested citizens. 


Ou the other hand, the governor ,through AVirmel, 


Bishop and others who are working with him, have so- 
cured from the railway company the statement 
that 


they \vant their next agreement with the union to pro- 
vide that no employe shall wear a button or badge 
which will designate him as a member of the union. 


Just now the company and the union 
arc 
far 


apart, so far as a settlement goes, but the governor's ef- 
forts arc being directed to find what each side wants and 
how far each side is willing to go in a compromise. 
When that is understood clearly, the governor figures 
that it will not be difficult to find a common ground on 
which to start settlement negotiations. 


Columbus, O., Aug. 2 .--• Governor 


Harmon so far has failed to produce 
visible results In his effort to cad the 
strike which has been In progress on 
the lines of the Columbus Railway 
and Light company for more than a 
week. Each 
side remains 
as ad- 


amant and prospects for peace are 
in the far distant future unless the 
governor tukes It into his head 
to 


employ drastic measures to end the 
controversy which is dally costing 
the state of Ohio 112,000 and losing 
thousands of dollars for the retail 
merchants of the city. 


Governor Harmon 'has 
expressed 


the belief that it will be unsafe to 
withdraw the troops from the city 
until a natlsfactory agreement Is en- 
tered Into between tho warring fac- 
tions, as the mob spirit'is far from 
being quelled even with 3,500 state 
troops 
patrolling the streets. 
The 


governor still maintains that he is 
not contemplating martial law in Co- 
lumbus, but such action Is not be- 
yond the range of possibilities, say 
men who are close to him, especially 
if either side snows a disposition not 
to do Its share toward settling the 
present strike. In case martial law 
Is declared, the military 
authorities 


will -have power to take charge of the 
car Hues and operate them until an 
agreement is reached.
